Prominent Mabel Man Says 
He Has No Other Ex­ 
planation of Broth­ 
er's Fatal Leap

Was Struck During Hold-up 
in Minneapolis and Rela­ 
tives Think the Blow 
Caused Derangement 


A blow on the head, received when 
he was held up in Minneapolis several 
years ago, is believed by relatives of 
Rudolph J. Wold, whose body was 
found in the river Saturday, to have 
caused 
his suicidal leap from the 
Mississippi river wagon bridge here 
a week ago last night. 
Adolph 
C. 
Wold of Mabel, Minn., who motored 
to La Crosse with his mother yester­ 
day and identified 
the body, says 
this is the only explanation he can 
imagine for his brother’s suicide. He 
believes *the blow caused temporary 
mental derangement. 
Wold was the son of a prominent 
Mable family. He w*as well to do, 
having a 160 acre farm in western 
Canada and a large amount of city 
real estate. 
Adolph Wold told the police that 
his brother had recently been visiting 
at the summer home of the Wolds on 
Elbow Lake, in northern Minnesota. 
He left without informing relatives 
who were occupying the cottage of 
his departure, the brother told the 
police, and their first word of him 
came with the news of the discovery 
of the body in the river. Why he 
came to La Crosse is ^explainable. 
He had no close friends here, the 
brother said. 
The body was taken to Mabel for 
burial today, 
A key marked ‘‘No. 6. J? A. Skaff," 
was the 
means of identifying

body after it had been brought to I^a 
Crosse Saturday by Coroner W. L. 
Tetley. Inquiry at the rooming house

The task of the war d ep artm en t is 
r timider and easier.

ything, and m ade it all so plain 
at almost any novice can suggest 
lienal plans 
for arm y develop­ 
ers. 
But when we come to th e navy, 
fe a different m atter. 
No two men, 
luther naval experts 
or civilian 
lid lubbers, ag ree on 
what 
the 
ivy needs. 
It has become com m onplace to say 
a? tin* big lesson tau g h t by th e 
is the \a lu e of the subm arine. 
cd unquestionably th at is tru e. The 
der sea craft has not pro* od itself 
Ltrew* of the sea. but it is pecul- 
rly adapted to defending a coast 
k? ours. 
We shall certainly build 
ain more subm arines. 
But what sort of subm arines shall 
e build, and how 
m any? 
Lately 
cr* has been much talk of e n o rm ­ 
ity increasing th eir 
size. 
Even 
war. 
a French adm iral 
hat the battleship would 
transform ed into a sa b ­ 
le latest Germ an models 


are much larger, with guns m ounted 
on' their decks, and our governm ent 
if building three or four far bigger 
th an any we have now. 


But th ere are obstacles. The larg ­ 
er th e subm arine, the m ore slowly 
It subm erges, and th e better target 
it m akes for naval guns and aero­ 
plane bom be—and British aeroplanes 
have taken to sinking th e U-boats. 
It is harder, too, for a large subm a­ 
rine to m aneuver safely in shallow 
water, especially 
in 
harbors 
and 
«hannels. 


It has been suggested by Ingeni­ 
ous A m ericans th a t a great num ber 
of very small subm arines would pro­ 
tect our ports far better th an 
any 
other devices w hatever. 
One invent­ 
or has urged small subm ersible pow­ 
er boats, each earring one torpedo 
and one or two men. 


Next to the subm arine, th e craft 
most favored seems to be the to r­ 
pedo 
boat, 
which 
because of 
its 
speed and alertness is th e best pro­ 
tector ag ainst subm arines, and may 
prove to be the real “ m istress of the 
sea.'* 
We are sadly lacking in these 
auxiliary craft. 


The battle cruiser, too, Is in high 
favor, because it combines the 
of- 
fensive power of the battleship with 
the speed of th e torpedo boat or de­ 
stroyer. 
Of such cruisers there 
is 
not one in our navy. 
There is no 
doubt th at we need a few. 
And yet, 
some e xperts say that their value has 
been exaggerated, 
in the only real 
battle between m odern fleets in this 
war, the British-G erm an 
fight 
near 
Heligoland, the 
newest 
and best 
British 
battle cruiser was disabled 
by one shot. The* shell landed on her 
deck aud penetrated her vitals. 
And th at opens up a new prob­ 
lem. 
H itherto, such shifts have been 
heavily arm ored only on their sides. 
This battle was fought a l such a 
distance th at the shots fell from the 
sky, and oth er battles may likewise 
be at long range. 
Must the decks 
be arm ored heavily against this p er­ 
il, and the growing peril of bombs 
from aeroplanes and Zeppelins? 
The battleship is at present dis­ 
credited. 
it has accomplished little, 
in spite of the brat prom ise of the 
Queen Elizabeth and other 
British 
giants against the Dardanelles forts. 
The dread n o u g h ts have had to skulk 
aud hide whenever subm arines have 
approached. None have been lost by 
the British for seven m onths, simply 
because they have either hidden or 
been protected 
by sw arm s of 
d e ­ 
stroyers and torpedo boats. 
The belligerents aliii value their 
battleships highly, aud rate relative 
sea power iii term s of dreadnoughts. 
The British superiority keeps 
the 
Germ ans bottled up. 
But the pres­ 
ent naval situation has been com ­ 
pared to a game of poker in which 
the m an who has the oest hand, or 
says he has, wins without a show­ 
ing of cards. 
A show-down 
may 
change the valuation ol the d read ­ 
noughts. 
At best they will probably 
have to be built with triple bottoms, 
to ward off subm arines and mines, 
and th a t will restrict their speed. 
Every form of craft has its v ir­ 
tues and defects. From hints throw n 
out at W ashington, it looks as if the 
naval experts, 
not knowing which 
types a re going to win, and fearing 
to miss a winner, are going to ask 
for a large num ber of every type at 
enorm ous cost.

about tw enty battleships,

The annual winner was to keep the 
trophy as his until play of the next 
year. 
The trophy is a beautiful loving 
cup with three handles ot stag horn. 
On it is inscribed. “ The Colman Cup, 
presented by L. C. Colman to 
the 


Schachticoke Country Club of 
La 
Crosse, 1903.” 
On it are also 
in­ 
scribed the names of the wingers 
since 1903. 
George W. Burton was the 
first 
winner of the cup. 
He defeated An­ 
drew Lees 4 and 3 in 1903 and the 
next year defeated A. M. Tourtellote 
I up in 20 holes. 
A. M. Tourtelloue 
won in 1905. 
F. P. Hixon came to the front in 
1906, defeating his brother, J. M. 
Hixon, ft and 7. when a win bv Bur­ 
ton xvould have caused the cup 
to 
leave play. 
Burton was defeated by 
F. H. Hankerson in 
1907 
and in 
1908 J. M. Hixon gained revenge for 
the defeat of 1906 by xx inning over 
his brother, F. P. Hixon, 2 and I. 
R. D. Gordon broke into the lime­ 
light in 1909, defeating F. P. Hixon
